THR EXPEDITION TO ILOILO, 


Tho Landing of the Troaps, 

Thavo had an intorviow with Lioutonant: 
Colonel Potter, tho Chief of the Engineor 
Corps, wha‘ brought yp the nows of the 
capture of Iloilo. Tho cubstanos of the 
interview is cantained in: the following nar 
ratlys. 

T left Manila, ho ald, on the 8th inst., 
orrived ot Toile on the 10th, and dotivered 
General Otis’ daspatches ta General Miller, 
An ultimatum was sont into the city the 
same afternoon, We gavo the insurgents 
twenty-four houra. to surrender, ‘and so far 
aa Toan could glean the civil authorities ware 
snxioua to hand over tho city tous, This 
was opposed by the military party, who

were improving their aarthworka and mov- 
ing guns into position, The naval ships 
Lombarded, and the natives moved out, 
retreating upon Jaro and Mojo and burning 
the town as they: evacuated. ‘lhe navel 
landing party under Lieut. Niblock moved 
up Lown as fir us the Custom House, where 
they were joined by General Miller and his 
stall, and a battalion of the Tennosseo Re- 
giment, Thore was deop water right up to 


) tho quay, and the transport St Pan? yot up 


to within G00 yards of the shore, thus en- 
alling the Tennessees to get the first’ de- 
tachpient ashore after tho naval brigade, 


They were followed by the 18th Infantry |, 


and tho remainder of the Tennessee Regi- 
ment and the battery of light guns. As 
the time fixed by tho ultimatum had 
Dot expired, we had not expected to 
land so early; but boata were quickly 
git out, and the Innding was-ellected - with 
conmmendable expedition after-a start was 
made. Steam launches towed the boats to 
shore, . 

A few shots wera fired by the retreating 
enemy, who burned-and looted as they foll 
back before the first landing party. At 


this stage, the naval brigade returned to 


the ships, and our progress was tempurarily 
impeded by the smoke and heat fram 
the burning city, General Miller, with 
one Company of the 18th Infantry, got 
through before the fire renched its height, 
bat thers was no serious brush with the 
enemy. A few Companios of the Tonnessee | 
Regiment coming up, we tonk possorrian 
of the Jaro and Molo bridges, whore wa 
established our troops and ny down at our 
arms overnight. 

On Sunday afternoon, General Miller 
erdercd a reconnnisaneo in force to 
develop the enemy — towards bath) 
Jato and) Molo,—Major -B. Frank 
Cheetham's buttalion of tha Tennessee 
towards Molo, and Mujor Chas. Kellar's 
hattalion of tho 18th Infantry "towards 
Jaro, supported by the two Hotchlciss 
mountain guns and one Gatling gun under 
Ligut. L. Osthoim, Tho Molo party passed 
through the town and u mila or two bo- 
yond, Not encountering tho enemy, it 
returned to Tluily, The reconnaisancs to- 
wards Jaro was more successful in fooling 
the enemy. About halfway, the insurgents 
appeared in farce on both sides of the road, 
upon which they concontrated their fire. 
Our tronps deployed in perfect order and 
advanced steadily by. rushes which the in- 
surgents did not stay to check. . Excellent 
assistance waa rendered by the small|guns, 
the enemy was driven through Jaro and 
out inte the open country beyond. “With 
the exception of o fow peaceful Chincse 
traders, uo ons was found in the town. 
All moveoble property of any value had 
been curried away,’ but no attempt was 
made to burn the town, At 4.10 p.m., the 
American flag was hoisted on the principal 
municipal building by Gapt. T. W. Griffith 
of the 18th Infantry. :
